Council Chairman Moses Freeman called the meeting to order with Vice Chair Jerry Mitchell
and Council members Chris Anderson, Carol Berz, Russell Gilbert, Larry Grohn, Yusuf Hakeem,
Chip Henderson and Ken Smith all present. Deputy City Attorney Phil Noblett and Council Clerk
Nicole Gwyn, CMC, were also present.

After Attorney Noblett read the rules of procedure, Chairman Freeman opened the floor for
public comments on this ordinance and recognized the following speakers:

e Landon Howard (Chestnut Lane) — He wanted to reiterate the request to reallocate
the $1 Million for police cameras to the two programs recommended during the
People’s State of the City Address. He believes voting on this budget is keeping on
the same trajectory that, he feels, has failed to curb violence. He stated that funds
allocated to last year were not the solution.

o Madeleine Dougherty (Tally Road) — She is a member of Concerned Citizens for
Justice and wanted to remind the Council of their Strategic Plan of Work for 2016.
She made several statements and points showing a contradiction in the plan of work
and the budget passed. She believes passing the budget is against the Council’s
own strategic plan.

e Kristy Wilkinson (Highland Park) — She stated that the Department of Youth and
Family Development do not have enough money to touch all the people’s lives they
touch. She informed the Council that child poverty has increased in Tennessee
according to an article in the newspaper. She said that it was crucial for the Council
to listen to the voices that have been speaking.

Seeing no more speakers, Councilman Anderson called the question. Chairman Freeman
allowed the Council to also make comments on the budget.

¢ Vice Chair Mitchell — He stated that he feels unfilled in this last budget of the
Council’s current term. However, he asked for assurance from Administration about
their commitment to social services programming that will address the needs of the
people. He reminded the Council that later on, amendments may be made to the
budget in support of programs.

o Stacy Richardson, Chief of Staff, assured the Council of Administration’s
commitment to supporting programs that address the needs of the people.

e Councilman Hakeem — He spoke to the youth today about their commitment moving
forward. He stated that there are several items that he approves of in the budget.

¢ Councilman Grohn — He agrees with Councilman Hakeem in that he approves of
several items in the budget, but he disagrees with some line items. He noted that
one good program asked for $200,000 from the city, but received $20,000, which he
believes will cause the program to struggle.

¢ Councilman Gilbert — He believes in trade education because he’s a product of it.
There are programs like Impactl that are working in this area.

Councilman Henderson called the question.
